ABSTRACT 

This study endeavors to shed light on some diplomatic methods practiced by Tsarist 
in relations with her southern neighbors in Central Asia, mainly Bukhara Khiva, and 
the Kirghiz tribes. As we shall see, Russia invented new means for conducting diplo- 
matic relations with Central Asians such as : evoking one nation against another, uti- 
lizing prevailing discontent among chieftains and Sultans (as frequently referred to 
chieftains of certains tribes and hordes) and draw them nearer to Russia, and provok- 
ing the feeling of discontent, if it did not exist. Yet Tsarist Russia was leading, for a 
number of reasons, in employing efficient people from other, non-Slavic, nations 
such as Tatars, Bashkirs, even Bukharan and Khorezmian merchants, to approach 
and communicate with Central Asian countries, and to get detailed information about 
relations among these states. Russia, for this task, used also experienced individuals 
such as De Maizon, an Italian in this case, a man of profound diplomatic experience 
and deep knowledge of traditions, creeds and languages of Central Asia, to dispatch 
them to negotiate and survey political, economic, and military affairs.

Eventually the record was discov- 
ered in one of the archives of Paris libraries. It contains twenty five points of great 
importance to the Russian Empire, listed here to direct the attention of De Mazon 
during his visit to Bukhara in 1834.
